MEDICAL SCHOOL DISCUSSED 


Proposed Addition to State Universi­ 
ty Considered by Committees 
on Education 


MADISON, Wis., April 12.—-That 
twenty-one state universities, includ­ 
ing all state universities of the first 
rank, give full four years of the 
medical course, and that the Uni­ 
versity of Wisconsin is the only state 
university of importance that does 
not provide adequately for students 
who desire to study medicine, 
was 


I brought out before the joint meeting 
I of the 
legislative 
committees 
on 
I education this afternoon. 
The com­ 
mittees had under consideration bill 
70 S, w;hich provides $50,000 per an­ 
num for the establishm ent of a col- 
i lege of medicine at the university, 
1 equipped to give the first two years 
of the medical course. 
It was shown 
th at the medical authorities of the 
state, including the officers of the 


State Medical society, 
the 
State 
Board of Health, the State Board 
of Examiners, together with a large 
proportion of the leading physicians 
of the state, favor the plan. 
Promi- 
nene medical authorities 
of 
the 
country are agreed that the first two 
years of the medical course can be 
better done at a university than in 
a college of medicine ndependent of 
a university. 
T hat 
a 
university 
which does not offer clinical instruc­ 
tion can nevertheless do the pre-cli- 
nioal work to the best advantage, was 
emphasized by letters in support of 
the proposed plan from the presi­ 
dent of the American Medical asso­ 
ciation, the presidrent of the Asso­ 
ciation of American Medical colleges, 
and the chairm an of the council on 
medical education of the American 
Medical association. 
Plan Adopted Elsew here 
Tile recent trend in medical eduea- 
tion, it was shown, is along the line 
proposed. 
At the University of Cal­ 
ifornia, where until a year ago all 
the medical work was done in San 
Francisco, the first two years of the 
medical course have been recently 
transferred to Berkeley, where the 
university is located. 
W hen 
Rush 
Medical college was united with the 
University of Chicago a few years ago 
the first tw’o years of the medical 
course were transferred from Rush 
c o lle g e to the University of Chicago. 
This action, together with the unani­ 


mous endorsem ent of the plan for 
giving the first two years of medi­ 
cal work in the university by scores 
of the most em inent medical men in 
country, wore believed to 
be 
tho 
strong reasons for a two years’ m edi­ 
cal course at the University of Wis­ 
consin. 
Unless the university incorporates 
into a medical college its present 
pre-medical work, which covers over 
a year of th e 
required 
medical 
course, It will be impossible, it was 
pointed out, for graduates of the pre­ 
medical course to receive any credit 
for their university training. 
Be­ 
cause of recent, rulings in surround­ 
ing states it is necessary for stu ­ 
dents who have taken the university 
pre-medical course to spend 
four 
years in a medical college before they 
can get th*? diploma of medicine. 
If 
the plan proposed be adopted, the 
medical boards will give credit for 
two years’ work at the university, 
and the other two years’ work can 
be done at any standard clinical m ed­ 
ical college. 
Thus the combined aca­ 
demic and medical 
course can 
he 
completed in a shorter time and with 
less expense to the student. 
Unless 
the m e d ia l college is incorporated 
at the university, the present pre­ 
medical course will n ecessarily suf­ 
fer greatly, because students will go 
to universities where they can com­ 
plete their academic work and medi­ 
cal course in a much shorter time.

Motion of Planets and Satellites. 
All the planets travel the same way 
round. 
This is true not only of the 
eight primary planets, but bf the as­ 
teroids. Again, all the secondary plan­ 
ets or satellites travel the same way 
round, this direction of revolution be­ 
ing tile same as that in which the plan­ 
ets revolve around the sun, except the 
satellites of Uranus, which, however, 
can hardly be said to have any direc­ 
tion of motion with reference to the 
general lei el in which the planetary 
system circuits, for they travel in 
planes nearly square to that level. 
Lastly, as respects direction of motion, 
all the planets whose rotation has been 
observed, Including our earth and moon 
and the sun also, f*otate on their axes 
in the sumo direction. 
It must be un­ 
derstood that this direction is one and 
the same for all these motions—the rev­ 
olutions of the planets around the sun, 
of the satellites around the planets and 
of the planets on their axes. It seems 
natural to infer that the uniformity is 
the result of some general condition af­ 
fecting the whole scheme from the be­ 
ginning.—Bichord A. Proctor.

Railway mall men are interested in 
the movement to secure the bulld­ 
og of all steel cars for the carrying 
of the United States mails affording 
the employes better 
protection 
in 
case of accident and guarding against 
destruction of mail by fire in case of 
wrecks. 
In the northwest as 
yet 
there has not been much progress to­ 
ward securing all steel mail cars but 
it is believed they will come in time. 
Last month the first steel ppstal 
car was put into service on the Penn­ 
sylvania railway, and this is to be 
first practically all steel car in the 
country. 
The car is not only as near­ 
ly all steel as at prseent seems prac­ 
ticable?. but it may be set down as 
as absolutely fireproof 
While a num­ 
ber of steel cars have been built in 
the pant they have not in any strict 
sense, Merited that appellation, all of 
them 
containing 
a 
considerable 
amount of wood, particularly in the 
framing, finish and equipment of the 
trucks. 
Mail car No. 6546 is the 
nearest approach to the ideal all-steel 
car. since it contains but 3 70 pounds 
of wood, 2,84 0 pounds of fireproof 
composite and asbestos. 3,200 pounds 
of cement flooring and a very small 
amount of paper cases, letter cases 
and paper boxes, is metal. 
This car is ten feet longer than the 
usual postal cars heretofore 
built, 
measuring seventy feet. Its maximum 
outside dimensions are: 
74 feet 9% 
inches in ength; 9 feet 1 1 ^ inches 
in width, and 14t£ feet in heighth. 
Its internal arrangement is new, stor­ 
age space at either end obviating the 
necessity of turnig it end for end at 
■terminals; it has twelve “ I” beams 
placed vertically at each side of the 
doorways.
